The instrument can be: dismantled 
into three parts. | : 
‘The history of the recorder da’ 
back to the 16th ‘and: early part 
of the 17th centuries in England. 


The instrument is strictly. of Eng-. 


lish ‘origin’ and only in. the last 


few years has the instrument re~- - 


gained its popularity.. The fad for 
playing the recorder. began in 
England about 1924 and has spread 
to the United States in the last 
10 ‘years. According to Berry, “it 
is a rather sophisticated fad in 
the U.S.” .

Berry 
plays the tenor recorder which is 
smallest, Mrs. Garlough plays the 
alto or treble which is slightly 
Jarger than the.tenor.
